RULES    AND    REGULATIONS 

AS  AMENDED.

RULES    AND    REGULATIONS 

AS  AMENDED. 

I.  The    Club    shall    consist    of  forty   Members   including   the 
President,  Vice-President,  and  Treasurer. 

II.  Every  Member  shall  contribute  a  Book  to  the  Club. 

III.  Every  Member  on  election   shall  present  his  Photograph 
to   the   Club,    and  shall  sign  the  Roll   of  Members  on  the  first 
opportunity. 

IV.  Every  Member  shall  pay  a  Subscription  of  Six  Guineas  to 
the  Account  of  the  Roxburghe  Club  at  their  Bankers  for  the  time 
being,  upon  his  election,  and  subsequently  on  the  first  of  January 
in  each  year.     The  Subscription  for  Members  elected  before  the 
year  1895  to  remain  at  Five  Guineas. 

V.  The  sum  thus  raised,  or  a  competent  portion  of  it,  shall  be 
expended,    under  the   direction   of    the    Printing   Committee,   in 
printing  some  inedited  manuscripts  or  in  re-printing  some  book 
of  acknowledged  rarity  and  value  ;  and  generally  for  the  purposes 
of  the  Club. 

VI.  The  total  number  of  copies  printed  of  each  work  shall  not 
exceed  one  hundred,  and  it  is  hoped  that  those  who  present  books 
to  the  Club  under  Rule  II.  will  not  pass,  even  if  they  consider  it 
necessary  to  reach,  this  limit. 


VII.  Every  Member  who  has  paid  his  Subscription  shall   be 
entitled  to  two  copies  of  each  work  printed  at  the  expense  of  the 
Club,  and  these  copies  shall  be  distinguished  by  the  engraved  title 
and  shall  have  the  name  of  the  Member  printed  in  red  ink.     The 
Printing  Committee  may  print  an  extra  copy  on  vellum  for  the 
President. 

VIII.  The  name  of  the  Member  in  the  second  copy  shall  have 
an  asterisk  prefixed  to  it.     The  remaining  copies  of  each  work 
shall  be  delivered  by  the  printer  to  such  Members,  whose  sub- 
scriptions are  not  in  arrear,  as  may  apply  for  them,  upon  payment 
of  the  sum  fixed  for  each  work  by  the  Printing  Committee.     The 
sum  so  received  shall  be  carried  to  the  account  of  the  Club  and 
applied  to  its  general  expenditure. 

IX.  Every  Member  shall  write  in  his  second  copy  the  name  of 
the  Person  or  Public  Society  to  wKom  he  may  present  it. 

X.  The    Printing   Committee  shall  be  appointed  annually,  and 
shall  consist  of  the  President  and  not  less  than  seven  Members 
of  the  Club,  three  being  a  quorum. 

XI.  The  Printing  Committee  shall  prepare  annually  a  chrono- 
logical  List   of  the    Members  of   the  Club   from   its   foundation, 
with  the  dates  of  their    election,  and  a  similar  catalogue  of  the 
Books   printed  by  or   presented  to  the  Club,  and  of  those   con- 
tributed by  its   Members.     This  List  of  Members  and  Catalogue 
of  Books  shall  be  inserted  in   each    Member's  first  copy   of  all 
books  printed  by  the   Club,   and  shall  be  printed  with  the  Rules 
and  Regulations  of  the  Club  for  the  use  of  its  Members. 

XII.  The  Printing  Committee  shall  present  a  Report  at  each 
Anniversary  respecting  a  Publication  by  the  Club  for  the  ensuing 
year. 


XIII.  The  Treasurer  of  the  Club  shall  keep  an  account  in  the 
name  of  the  Roxburghe  Club  with   such  Bank  as   the  Club   in 
General  Meeting  shall  from  time  to  time  appoint. 

XIV.  The  Treasurer  shall  annually  prepare  a  statement  of  the 
assets  and  expenditure  of  the  Club  for  the  past  year,  to  be  laid 
before  the  Club  at  its  General  Meeting. 

XV.  One   General    Meeting  of  the  Club  shall  be  held  in  the 
month  of  April  or  May.     The  President  shall  be  empowered  to 
call  at  his  discretion  other  General  Meetings,  at  such  times  as  he 
may  deem  expedient,  for  the  election  of  Members,  and  for  the 
transaction  of  the  general  business  of  the  Club. 

XVI.  The  Anniversary  Meeting  of  the  Club  shall  be  held  on 
the  1 7th  of  June,  or  at  such  time  and  place  as  the  Club  in  General 
Meeting  may  determine  ;   when  such  Members  as  are  able  shall 
dine  together. 
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XVII.  So  far  as  the  enlarged  Subscription  may  allow,  the  cost 
of  the  Annual  Dinner  shall  be  defrayed  from  the  Club  funds  ;  but 
this  expenditure  shall  in  no  case   exceed  One  Guinea  for  every 
Subscription  of  Six  Guineas. 

XVIII.  Candidates  for  election  must  be  proposed  and  seconded 
by  two  Members,  and  their  names  shall  be  entered  in  a  book  kept 
for  the  purpose. 

XIX.  Notice  of  any  vacancy  which  may  occur  shall  be  given  to 
all  Members  in  the  notice  convening  any  meeting,  or  at  least  one 
week  before  such  meeting,  and  at  the  same  time  a  List  of  proposed 
Candidates  shall  be  circulated  among  the  Members.     Should  the 
number  of  Candidates  exceed  the  number  of  vacancies,  Members 


shall  be  requested  to  return  the  lists,  marking  the  names  of  the 
Candidates  whom  they  wish  to  have  priority.  No  Candidate  shall 
be  balloted  for  whose  name  has  not  been  so  circulated,  nor  when 
there  are  more  Candidates  than  vacancies  shall  any  other  Candidate 
be  balloted  for  at  any  given  meeting  than  those  which  have  obtained 
priority  in  the  marked  list. 

XX.  In  the  ballot  two  black  balls  shall  exclude  ;  unless  fewer 
than  seven  Members  are  present,  in  which  case  the  election  must 
be  unanimous. 

XXI.  The  Club  may  in  General  Meeting  remove  any  name  from 
the  list  of  Members  without  cause  assigned,  and  such  person  shall 
thereupon  cease  to  be  a  Member  and  have  no  lien  on  any  of  the 
property  of  the  Club,  provided  that  notice  that  it  is  proposed  to 
remove  a  Member  shall   have   been   given   as   provided  by  Rule 
XIX.,  and  that  at  least  two-thirds  of  the  Club  shall  vote  for  the 
removal  or  shall  have  expressed  their  concurrence  in  writing  to  the 
President. 

XXII.  The  President  is  empowered  to  accept  the  resignation  of 
any  Member  at  any  time. 

XXIII.  No  alteration  of  any  Rule  of  the  Club  shall  be  made, 
except  at  a  General  Meeting. 

XXIV.  Any  Member  proposing  an  alteration  in  any  Rule  shall 
give  notice  to  the  President  of  such  alteration  at  least  fourteen 
days   before   a   General   Meeting,    and   such    proposed  alteration 
shall  be  previously  printed  and  circulated  among  the  Members  of 
the  Club. 
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
